General  Comments 


Ray  Trollope  proposes  to  obtain  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  license  as  a 
supplementary  business  activity  to  his  auto  body  shop  located  at  112  Pennsylvania 
Street  in  Hamilton.  An  enclosed  30’  x 60‘  garage  owned  by  the  applicant  located  at  303 
Marcus  Street  will  be  used  for  storage  of  acquired  junked  vehicle  inventory. 

A wrecking  yard  license  will  authorize  the  business  to  deal  in  junked  vehicles  and  used 
parts.  Mr.  Trollope's  intention  is  to  obtain  a license  in  order  to  purchase  salvage 
vehicle  totals  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  and  resale. 

Additional  acreage  is  available  for  vehicle  storage  adjacent  to  the  Marcus  Street 
location.  However,  shielding  the  site  will  be  difficult  or  impossible  due  to  public 
roadways  to  the  east  located  at  a higher  elevation  than  the  site.  No  expansion  of  the 
facility  beyond  the  existing  garage  will  be  permitted  or  licensed  unless  the  expanded 
area  meets  the  shielding  requirements  of  Rule  1 6.1 4.202  and  Section  75- 1 0-504  MCA. 

Local  zoning  ordinances  do  not  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a wrecking  facility  at 
the  Marcus  Street  location.  Routine  inspections  will  be  required  to  assure  compliance 
with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  & Disposal  law  and  rule.
